up a large part of the glass. 
The 


wholesale price of Ice cream Is *.« 
cents a quart. In the days before 
the war the average price was about 
35 cents a quart. It will be seen 
that ice cream lias not jumped in 
proportion to other commodities. 


Then there ia <fce carbonated 


water that is used, and * dealer ia It 
stated today that the carbonated 
water was selling for the same price 
today that It did before the war, and 
that there had not "been an Advance 
in the price. 


There has been a sharp decline In 


the price of sugar, while the choc- 
olate, the Irult syrups have declined 
In price also, but ice cream foun- 
tains have been able to keep toe 
prices up to 17 to 22 cents a glass 
without much protest on the part of 
the consumer, and war prices prevail 
at practlcallysall of the soda foun- 
tains in th* city.

summer's favorite berarage say that 
as long as the "high labor cost and 
th* high rents" continu* in force 
there is not much prospect in the Ic* 
cream soda declining to the old fa- 
miliar price of a dime with a cent 
war tax, making the total coat 11 
cunts.
